Toxto, Sept. ®.—An official a\spated re- 
ceived bere from the headquarters of the 
Japanese fleet says that the latter, at 1 
o'clock in the afternoon of Sept. 16, met 
eleven Chinese warships and six torpedo 
boats thirty-fve miles northeast of 
Hatyang Tao off the mouth of the Yalu 
River with the result that four of the Chinese 
ships were sunk and one was burned. The 
dispatch adds that the Japanese fieet sus- 
tained no camace. 

The last statement is not credited dy 
Buropeans or Americans at Tokio. But 
that the Japanese followed up their 
victory at Ping Yang, won by 
their land forces, with a crushing 
defeat of the Pei Yung Chinese squadron 1s 
fully believed. 

The cry of on to Peking’’ will now be 

up with redoubied vigor, and the next 

p of Japan will bea movement on the 
Chinese capital, attacks by land and sea on 

great Chimese naval stations of Chee Foo, 
Wel-Hat-Wel and Port arthur. The Pei- 
Yang Squadron was the pick of the Chinese 
fighting ships, commanded by their greatest 
Admiral, and ite defeat fully demonstrates 
the superiority of the Japanese in naval 
Warfare.

OVER 3,000 IDLE. 


Strike of Besten’s Garment Makers 
Against “Sweating.” 


Bostrow, Mass., Sept. 2%.—Acting upon 
the instructions of the Clothing Trades Coun- 
cil No.2 the garment makers of this city 
to the number of 2,000 struck this morning, 
and n is expected that to-night there will 
not be a clothing contractor able tocon- 
tinue business, and that 3,500 operatives will 


be idle. 

Promptly at 7 o’clock this morning the 
committee having charge of the strike 
started on their rounds and called onſthe se 
systematically, not a contractor being 
overlooked. This action is the result 
of the refusal ofa number of contractors to 
concede to the demands of the Union for the 
abolishment of the ‘‘lumping’’ ana 
**sweating’’ systems and the in- 
troduction of the weekly wage system. 
The operatives are also desirous of estab- 
lishing a working day ofnine hours with 
fixed wages. Every man, woman and child 
responded to the call to quit work. It 
was expected that there would be some 
difficulty with the Itallan and Lithvaoian 
operatives, but they responded as readily as 
the Others. Many of the contractors have 
a large amount of work balf finished aad 
heavy orders ahead, and a number bave 
already made application to sign the new 
agreement.

TENTH DISTRICT PRIMARIES 18 PROG- 
RESS THIS AFTERNOON. 


Dr. Max Starlet and L. J. W. Wall 
Agein Pitted. Against Each Other in 
Persenmal - Political Contest — Louis 
Grund Expects to Get the Assesser- 
ship of Water Rates—M. J. Henefick 
Retires—Pelitical Gossip. 


Mr. H. H. Culver has been asked to accept 
the Republican nomination for Congress in 
the Twelfth District, and, after having had 
the matter under advisement for 
about forty-eight hours, has decided 
to acquiesce if the nomination sball 
be tendered him. Tie information to 
this effect comes from a member of a com- 
mittee of working Republicans representing 
every ward and part of a ward in the dis- 
trict, who galled on Mr. Culver at his place 
of business on Tuesday afternoon, and 
urged him to come out and make 
the race, and the uncertainty as to 
the identity of the candidate—an un- 
certainty which they felt should be allayed 
as soon as possible in the interest of the 
party. Mr. Culver asked for time to consult 
with hie family and friends, and yesterday 
he gave the committee his answer. It was 
to the effect that while he did 
not want want to become tangled 
up in practical politics, he bad reached 
an age when de felt that be could be of 
service to the party, and he was willing to 
assume such daties as the posttion imposed 
for the sake of the honor involved. He said, 
however, that as much as he appreciated the 
honor of the tender, be believed that abler 
men than he had been suggested for 
the place, and he had much rather 


see one of them nominated. He was toid 
that the commiitee waiting upon him 
represented the party workers in the dis- 
trict, and that they much preferred to have 
aim run. This point belong urged he gave his 
answer as stated. 

Amecting of Mr. Culver’s employes was 
was held to consider the gubject, and at first 
they opposed his becom! Candidate, giv- 
ogee the ground ot te objection that they 
al not desire to De made the 
target of political. mpud-silinging. it was 
explained to them dy the members of 
the committee that there was no reason to 
apprehend such an undesirable contingency 
in Mr. Culver’s case, his personal and public 
record being too clean of reproach, and the 
canvass for Congress being carried on some- 
what above the plane of ward politics. This 
argument deing sufficiently elaborated, Mr. 
Culver’s employes withdrew their objections 
and united with the committee in urging him 
to accept the nomination. 


The Republican primary election in the 
Tenth Congressional District is being held 
this afternoon. The only reason to expect 
any occurrences out of the ordinary exist in 
the Thirteenth Ward, where there will un- 
doubtedly be more or less friction. The two 
factions were represented at the City Hall this 
morning, to receive the ballot-boxes and 
poll-books, and Recorder Higgins took care 
that each faction should have one of.the 
keys tothe box, andthatthe judges should 
be plainly instructed as to the law requiring 
judges to sign the returns. This is 
in view of the refusal of several of 
the judges at the Republican primaries in 
August to sign the returns, their impres- 
sion being that they kad the right to refuse 
ifthe election did not gotosuitthem. The 
Recorder has disabused the minds of all the 
judges in this election in this respect. Pol- 
iticilans in other wards—particularly those in 
south St. n the election of the 
regular or Starkiof delegation.

The method of 
production is the ordinary one in use by 
photographers on a smalier scale. It is the 
quantity produced that claims attention. 
There are a few special methods employed 
thatare trade secrets. Photographers will 
be interested to Know that no gold is used in 
toning. 

It requires several hundred people—men, 
boys and giris—to produce the photographs, 
andthe place le a veritable beehive: at all 
hours. The most important person, the one 
most looked up to, that 18, is His Heaveniy 
Highness Sol. Fromthe time he frst pokes 
his shining rea pate above the Long Island 
hills until he s down for his night’s rest 
behind the isad his services are con- 
stantly required, ehas closely examined 
the featares of more leading actresses than 
any chappie in town, for actresses are here 
almost the only faces considered.

Ihe work is very rapid and 
everything is reduced to a nice system. 
Every man, woman, girl and boy has his or 
her piace, and the unprinted paper, starting 
from one end of the Dulldlog, passes through 
numerous hands before it drops ostor the 
cutting machines, ready to be packed in 
the cigarette boxes. ihe photos drop from 
the cutting machines like the morning papers 
from THE WORLD'S dig presses. [hen they 
are sorted and ail that do not reach a certain 
standard are consumed ina large bonfire on 
a neighboring biliside. 

Cigarette pictures have been used as adver- 
tising mediume for filteen years. lhere have 
deen several Orms in the business during that 
time and large fortunes have been made in 
it. It is estimated that over $!,000,000 per year 
are invested in this form of advertising. 
When the industry first started Anthony 
Comstock protested against the immoral 
character of some of the types, Dut this ob- 
jection no longer exists.

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THE SHIPS ENGAGED. 


Mames of Cruisers Which Took Part in 
the Battle. 


SHaNGHal, 9:35 a. m., Sept. 20.—The Chinese 
war ships which were engaged in the big 
naval battle were the Ting Yuen, Ohin Yuen, 
King Yuen, Ping Yuen, Lai Yuen, 
Chin Yuen, Ching Yuen, Tei ‘ Yuen, 
Ohao Yung, Yang Wei, Kuang Chal, 
Kuang Ping and four torpedo boats. This 
fleet Was con voylng six transports, loaded 
with troops, which were en route to re- 

force the Chinese army at TI Ohow. The 

eet arrived off the eastern entrance to the 
Yalu on the morning ofthe iéth, intending 
to land the troops inside the moeth of the 
river. 

The Japanese warships Abushima and 
Yoshima and the transport Saklo were 
damaged, but to what extent has not yet 
been learned. The Chinese fleet, with the 
exception of the King Yuen, Chin Yuen, Choa 
Yung and Yang Wei ret.rned to Wel Hai Wel 
with the transports. 

At noor on that day a Japanese lest, con- 
sisting of nineteen warships, appeared and 
immediately opened fire upon the trans- 
ports, The Chinese fought hard until dusk, 
when the —ů— fieet retired, se 132 
on account of a shortage of amm on. 

All ot the vessels were greatly damaged. 
Itis reported that the transport Toon-An 
was lost, but this is regarded as doubtful. 
The fleet will proceed to Port Arthur for re- 
pairs. Admiral Ting and Col. Hanneken 
were slightly wounded, but have resumed 
their duties. c

WON'T TELL WHY HB RIDICULED 
er. Tobie AWAY PROM HOME. 


He Insists, However, That Seme of the 
‘Medical Colleges Are Fakes, Organ- 
imed to Advertise Dettors — Rettres 
Within Mimsclf Whek Questioned 
About Hie Statement That the West 
Deesn"’t Huew What the Werds 
Science, Culture and Avt Mean. 


Chancellor Winfield 6, Chaplin of Wash- 
ingtoe University has jast returned dome 
from an extenued trip through Europe, 
where he has deen in tue interest of the 
University and to learn new methods for in. 
culeating into the minds of Westera youths 
the meaning of science and culture. 

Duriog Chancelor Chaplisa’s absence there 
has been widely published an address which 
he made at the meeting of the Harvard 
Alumni Association In Jane of 1893, in which 
he took occasion, if correctly reportea, of 
severely criticising St. Louls and the West 
regarding their educational institutions and 
stating that they did not even know the 
meaning of the words science, educa- 
tion and culture. The frst publication 
of this most remarkable speech 
was made in the Cleveland Medical Gazette 
and was afterwards published in the Posr- 
DisPaTcu and other papers. That part of 
the speech, as reported by the Gertie, and 
which is supposed to have been a verbatim 
report, wes as follows:

You will allow me to say, hew- 
ever, that the very dest thing this seno or any 
medica! schooi ean 40 to advance medical education 
in the West ie te advance eas rapidly as they can 
themselve In the West they catch ideas very 
Guickiy. Ifthey see a thiag done inthe Bast they 
are very likely to doit tnthe West. In our eleven 
medieal sehoolse we have representatives of all 
pages of medical education—ome year courses, I be- 

eve. 

The publication df the speech called forth 
severe criticism, not only trom members of 
the St. Louis medical profession, among 
them Dr. G W. Broome of this eity, 
who addressed an vupen letter to the Ohan- 
cellor, Dut from educators and educated 
people in the West. To all these criticisms 
Chancellor Chaplin has made no reply. He 
has not denied making such statements, 
Dut has not even taken the trouble to ex- 
Plain the cireumstances under which they 
were made or to defend his situation. 

A good ny people who have more brains 
than the Chancellorcredits the West with 
are wondering just now bow he could expiain 
it if — ae ‘would let bim try. As

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RAILS WITH A HISTORY. 


Hew 5,000 Were Seld for 8700 Taxes— 
Litigation to Follow. P 


TACOMA, Wash... Sept. 20.—Suit has been flled 
In the United States Circuit Court involving 
the ownership of some rallroad rails witha 
history. Thesuit is brought by the State 
Trust Co., a New York corporation, against 
Chehalis County, W. PF. Book, J. M. Weath- 
erwax, C. F. Wilson and John G. Lewis. The 
complainant alleges that on June 19,1889, the 


defendant unlawfully obtained possession of 
and converted to their own use 5,000 steel 
rails belonging to plaintiff and have since 
refused to surrender the property. The rails 
were Valued at $42,000, the amount sued 
for, and were plled up near Cosmopolis, 
Chehalis County, having been brought to 
this coast from Maryport, England; dy the 
ship Abercorn, which was wrecked of the 
Washington coast in 1887. She had taken a 
pliot off tbe Columbia River, being consigned 
to Balfour, Guthrie 4 Co., for the Union 
Pacific at Portiand, Dut the weather was 60 
thick she could not pass the bar and worked 
up and down the coast awaiting better 
weather. In the wreck the pilot, captain 
and all the crew except three were drowred,. 
The vessel and cargo were abandoned to 
the underwriters, who sold the cargo through 
the British Consul at Astoria to A. Mu. Can- 
non of Spokane, who intended to use the 
ralle forthe rallroad areund Tre Dalles, on 
the Columbia River, in which be and others 
were interested. 

Those who bought the ship needed money 
with which to recover the rails, and secured 
it from the State Trust Co., which thereoy 
secured a lies upon and subsequently the 
ownership of the property. 

Chehalis County levied a tax upon the rails, 
which was not paid, and last June they were 
sold for taxes to the individual defendants in 
the present suit. The taxes were $700, and 
for this amount the defendants secured 5,000 
56-pound steel rails worth $42,000. All the 
parties interested are made defendants and 
it is intended to show that the tax sale was 
Invalid.
